Ivins, of counsel for William Barnes, 
announced this afternoon that an ap- 
peal would be taken from the verdict 
of the jury at Syracuse, which found 
in favor of Theodore Roosevelt in the 
trial of the libel suit brought by Mr. 

nes against the former President. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 22.—The jury 
in the trial of William Barnes’ $50,000 
suit for libel against Theodore Roose- 
velt, today returned 1 verdict in favor 
of the defendant, after considering for 
more than eleven hours the question of 
placing all the costs of the action upon 
the plaintiff. It is the belief of the jury 
everything Col. Roosevelt charged :s 
true and, therefore, the plaintiff, not 
having been libeled, is entitled to no 
damages. The case went to the jury late 
Thureday. ; 

The foreman of the jury, Warren W. 
Bummers announced that the verdict 
was for the defendant and then the 
jury was polled. Ten jurors answered 
“for the defendant,’’ then the clerk hes- 
itated, called the name of Edwara 
Burns and waited. Burns, a big rosy- 
cheeked Republican stood up in his 
seat and in a deep voice said: 

“For the defendant.” Juror No. 12 
gave the same answer. 

Spectators Waved Hands. 

Before the jury came in the spectators 
in the crowded Courtroom were warned 
that any demonstration would be met 
with severe punishment. Except for the 
voice of the clerk and jurors, the room 
was absolutely quiet until the name of 
Burns was called. When he announced 
that he, too, favored a verdict for the 
former President the courtroom buzzed 
like a dynamo with voices. 

Several persons in the courtroom stood 


_ “ap and waved their hands, but there was 


no outburst of applause. 

After the announcement of the verdict 
attorneys for Barnes objected to its re- 
celpt. The objection was overruled, the 
jury was thanked by Justice Andrews 
for its services and it then filed out into 


wthe jury room. Col. Roosevelt broke off 


shaking hands with his counsel and sev- 
eral newspaper man whom he has 
known for several years and hurried to 
the jury room. There he thanked the 
jury and shook hands with each mem- 
ber, and said: 

“In my whole life I shall work In the 
interest of the public and none of you 


gentiemen shall ever have the chance to, 


gay that I have done otherwise.” 

The Colonel was then photographed 
with the jury. 

After the picture had been taken, 
the Colonel turned to the jury and 
pontinued: 

40 Ballots Were Taken. 

"I am more moved by this verdict 
than it is possible for me to express. 
None of you, I assure you, will ever 
have cause to regnet your action. I 
am especially gratified that such a 
verdict came from a jury composed 
of men of every political faith.” 

The foreman of the jury said that 
40 ballots in all were taken before 
the verdict was finally agreed upon. 
The first ballot, taken more than 40 
hours before the jury came in to- 
day, was 9 to 3 in favor of the de- 


net. It remained at that figure 


or about five hours. 

The Colonel left the building in a 
erowd through which were scattered 
several of the jurymen. Before he 
separated from the jury the Colonel said 
tu its members: x 

“Gentiemen, this is certainly a

te thank your again.” 

A crowd gathered at the doors of the 
courthouse and cheered Juror Burns as 
he left the building.

OF NEW MILL TAX 
COMPROMISE BLL 


Stock and Bond Broker Tells 
Why He Had Resolution, Al- 
dermen Adopted, Introduced. 


‘TO GET CASH FOR CITY 


Also Restore Dividend to $20,- 
000,000 U. R. Stock; Doubts 
if City Can Collect. 


George E. Dieckman, a stock and bond 
broker, was the author of the resolu- 
tion, adopted by the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday, directing a committee 
to negotiate a compromise of the $3,000,- 
00 mill tax debt of the United Rail- 
He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter his motive was to help the city 
tc get some money and tu restore the 
dividends on $20,000,009 oof i preferred 
stock of the comyany, on which the 
dividends have been suspended since 
October, 1910. 

Dieckman was the author of a resolu- 
tion adopted two years ago by the 
Council and House of Delegates, di- 
recting a compromise of the mill tax 
debt and a settlement of the Ranken 
tract dispute with the Terminal Asso- 
ciation on a cash basis. At that time 
Dieckman stated that he was urging the 
compromise to provide funds for the 
completion of the free bridge, which 
has been provided fer since by the is- 
suance of $2,750,000 of bonds. 

Does Not Expect U. R. to Pay. 

When asked by a reporter what was 
his motive in again offering the com- 
promise resolution, the city having in 
the meanwhile issued bridge bonds and 
the State Supreme Court having sub- 
sequently upheld the city in the mill 
tax suit, Dieckman said: 

“I urged the compromise two years 
ago because the city needed the money 
for the bridge and because I was con- 
vinced it was very doubtful if the aty 
would win its case in the State Suprema 
Court. The city won a 4 to 3 decision 
in the Supreme Court, and I do not think 
it will collect the money even if it wins 
a décision in the United States Supreme 
Court on the company’s appeal. 

“I still think it is good policy for 
the city to compromise if it can get a 
substantial amount from the com- 
pany. It will be a certain gain for 
the city, whereas it now has only a 
possibility of collecting. I also think 
it will help the entire city to settle 
the case out of court and enable the 
company to restore dividends on the 
preferred stock. 

Stock Down to $20 a Share. 

“I have sold some of the preferred 
stock to investors who are in need of 
their dividends. The stock is down to 
$20 a share now and it sold as high ar 
$80 when investors bought it. It is 
-urting the city and it would help 
the butcher, the grocer And all 
classes if the mill tax were removed 
and the company was put in a posi- 
tion to pay dividends again.” 

The United Railways issued $20.- 
000,000 of preferred stock, bearing 5 
per cent cumulative interest. Since 
the third qarter of 1910 the directors; 
have kept a fund in readiness with 
which to meet the mill tax obligation 
if it had to be paid, and have voted 
against paying dividends. The com- 
pany never has paid a dividend on

HURT IN ENGLISH 
RAIL COLLISION 


CARLISLE, England, May 22.—Seven- 
ty -three or more persons were killed, at 
6 oclock this morning, on the Caledo- 
nian Railway, at Gretna, near this city, 
when three trains came into collision. 

The final death list may be consid- 
erably greater, for it is believed many 
rersons received fatal injuries. The 
total casualties probably will reach 400, 
as the list of more or less seriously 
iriured ts large. i 

One of the three trains was a troop 
train; another was a local, and the 
third was the express from London to 
Glasgow. Fire in the wreckage added 
to the casualties. Assistance arrived 
quickly. The fire force was called out, 
and after getting the flames under con-| 
trol, the firemen joined in taking out 
the dead and wounded. 

Adjoining fields soon had the ap- 
pearance of an immense mortuary, with 
the dead, the dying and -the injured 
laid out in grewosme réws. 

The dead mostly are soldiers. The 
troop train collided first with a local 
from Carlisle, and before the occupants 
were able to get clear of the wreckage 
of this accident, the express from Lon- 
don to Glasgow crashed into them. 

Locomotives and cars, shattered and 
splintered, were hurled about in con- 
fusion. Fire spread with great rapid- 
ity through the wreckage. It was soon 


burning so fiercely that the men en- 
gaged in the work of rescue were driv- 
er back to wait for the coming of the 
fire brigades. Once on the scene, they 
labored with frantic energy to control 
the flames. In the end they ,were suc-

ITALIAN ENVOY TO 
BERLIN ATTACKED 


BERLIN, via London, May 22.—All the 
morning newspapers condemn in the 
strongest terms the attack by a youth 
on the Italian Ambassador, Riccardo 
Follati, last evening, and warn the pub- 
lic against the slightest molestation of 
iItalians who remain in the city. 

The tone of the press without excep- 
tion ts, strikingly calm and moderate. In 
spite of the fact that Italy's course 
generally is considered treacherous, the 
articles directed against her contain lit- 
tle in the nature of abuse. 

The Italian Ambassador, on leaving 
the embassy to go to a dinner at the 
Spanish embassy, Was assaulted by a 
half-grown boy, who knocked off the 
Ambassador's hat. The boy was seized 
by passers-by and beaten before he was 
turned over to the police. 

The Government immediately sen: 
apologies to the Ambassador. Preeau 
tions had been taken earlier to prevent 
any annoyance, but as the day passed 
without the slightest evidence of 
troubles the detectives were withdrawn. 
Only a few women and youths were in 
the neighborhood when the incident oc- 
curred. 


MULTITUDE IN 
STREETS OF ROME 
CHEERS THE KING 


ROME, May 22.—Almost the entire 
population of Rome, except the age 
and invalid, gathered last evening 2 
Capitoline Hill, where Prince Colonna. 
the.Mayor, had convoked a solemn si- 
ting of the municipal council to con- 
secrate, in the heart of the capital, 
the new war. 

The Capitoline palaces had been dec- 
orated with historic tapestries. The 
Mayor delivered a patriotic address 
which provoked tremendous applause 
from the threngs gathered in the sen- 
atorial hall, the square below and in 
the surrounding streets as far down as 
the Forum on one side and the Caffa- 
relli Palace, now the home of the Ger- 
man Embassy, on the other. 

After his address Prince Colonna sur- 
rounded by Aldermen and the Municipal 
Counctl and eceded by the standard 
of Rome, sta for the Quirinal to 
pay tribute to King Victor HKmmanuel 
as the personification of Italy. 
Veritable rivers of humanity poured 
through the streets leading to the palace 
of the King. Thousands were packed 
into the great. quirinal square. The 
scene which was enacted when his maj- 
esty and the members of his family ap- 
peared upon a balcony overlooking the 
equare has few parallels in the history 
of Rome. It was estimated that the 


crowds numbered several hundred thou- 


sand, The Roman hosts were carried 
away ypon & flood tide of enthusiasm 
when the monthch appeared.

The King then did an unprecedent- 
ed thing. He gave orders that the 
Italian flag be raised to the balcony. 
Then, amid the thundering cheers of 
the multitude, his majesty advanced 
to the national standard and, folding 
it in his arms, embraced it. 

The royal family. retired within the 
palace. Later the King called a group 
of Aldermen inside and to them ex- 
pressed his gratitude for the loyalty, 
and patriotism of the Roman people. 


Crowd Carries American Flag. 

After the demonstration before the 
quirinal a great crowd, with an Amer- 
ican flag carried at the head; went to 
the Del Drago Palace, the residence 
of United States Ambassador Thomas 
Nelson Page. There were loud cheers 
for America and demands for revenge 
for the Lusitania victims. 

Great excitement was caused in the 
capital by the report that Signor Bollati, 
Itelian Ambassador at Berlin, has been 
assaulted by a youth in the street. It 
was learned later, however, that the 
incident was not so serious as it was 
first thought and the police had begun 
a rigid investigation. Lettérs of regret 
were sent to Senator Bollati by Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann Holiweg and For- 
eign Minister von Jagow. 

Socialists Support Government. 

Officials of the Socialist. party met 
yesterday in the Deputies’ chamber and 
resolved to rally to the support of the 
Government. A manifesto will be issued 
warning all adherents of the party to 
work for the national cause. Admiral 
Beitelo, president of the Italo-Rumanian 
League, telegraphed to M. Filipesca, 
president of the Rumano-lItalian League. 
at Bucharest, saying that on the day 
Italy declared war -on Austria her 
thoughts would turn to Rumania, count- 
ing upon her assistance at a supreme 
crisis. 

In spite of disavowals by high German 
officials of the attack upon the Italian 
Ambassador at Berlin, Rome newspapers 
consider the incident a grave reflection 
upwsn Italian dignity. The Idea Nazion 
ale declares that the excuses of the 
German Chancellor and Foreign Minis- 
ter are insufficient and that insult mus«c 
be revenged. 

The Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
organ, in an editorial, urges a complet: 
union of all Italians and a truce to po- 
litical passions. It expresses the hope 
that Italy may be spared the horrors of 
a long war and that peace soon will be 
established.

The Italian Senate last evening, by a

“On the night of the 18th-19th the 
Turkish forces made determined attacks 
against the Australian and New Zealand 
corps, which were all repulsed with 
heavy losses: their casualties being over 
7000, of which 2000 were killed. Our losses 
did not exceed 5090.”’ 

Gen. Sir lan Hamilton, commander 
in chief of the British land forces, ‘n 
a telegram to Sydney describes this en- 
gagement as the Australians’ revenge 
for the death of Brigadier-General W. 
T. Bridges, commander of the Austra- 
lian forces on Gallipoli Peninsula. 


French Capture White Way. 
Further progress in Northern France 


is reported by the French War Office 
today, which says: 

‘Our troops completed yesterday even- 
ing the cleaning up of the _ trenches 
known as ‘The White Way,’ situated to 
the south of the Lorette Heights. A 
large number of Germans were killed in 
the branch lines of these trenches. 
Others surrendered. During the night 
the enemy made several counter attacks. 
He was repulsed and he suffered heavy 
losses. All the spur_of ‘The White Way 
is in our hands. 

“We have made further progress to 
the southeast of the Chapel of the Lo- 
rette. We are at the present time within 
100 yards of the hortheast corner of 
Ablain.”’ 

Intense fighting in Galicia contin- 
ves. The Austrian official statement 
says: 

“On that nart of the San running 
downward from Sieniawa the Russian 
detachments still holding the west 
bank were thrown back. 

“In stubborn night battles our 
troops stormed the Russian position 
east of Drohobycz and captured Neu- 
dorf, taking 1800 prisoners. 

“In the fighting in the hilly coun- 
try of Kielce (in Poland), which con- 
tinues at some points, we have cap- 
tured 4000 prisoners since May 16. 
The tutal number of prisoners in our 
hands now amounts to 194,000.”

APPEAL HELD AS 


MATTER OF DUTY 


NEW YORK, May 22.—A statement 
was issued here today by William 
Barnes, saying: 

“When I brought the action I knew 
that the accusation made by Mr. 
Roosevelt of collusion, combination, 
or even dicker, between me and Tam- 
many Hall or Mr. Murphy, or any 
other Democratic agency, not only for 
any corrupt purpose but for any pur- 


cal life, and when the Republican 
party was out of power in the State. 
As chairman of that committee I 
never attempted to build up any ‘ma- 
chine’ nor to dictate nominations, 
nor to act in accordance with the 
ideas which formerly had prevailed 
with regard to the functions of this 
office. 

“Tlhe-+ jury declared that I had no 
cause of action against Mr. Roose- 
velt, who charged me with acts which 
L did not commit and therefore, tem- 
porarily, the public may believe that 
l was guilty of what I did not do. 

“However, the knowledge of the 
complete rectitude of my conduct 
must content me—which, after all, is 
the only important thing in life.” 

Attorney Ivins said counsel for Mr. 
Barnes were satisfied from the be- 
ginning that “the attitude of the 
Court towafd libel was not in con- 
formity with precedent.” 

Appeal te Determine Law of Libel. 

“An appeal will be taken,’ he said. 
“At that hearing the questions of fact 
may be considered by the Supreme 
Court, and on final appeal by either 
party only questions of law can be de- 
termined. 

“The law of libel has become so un- 
settled through the course in the lower 
courts, of recent years, that we re- 
gard it as a duty to make the endeavor 
in this case to finally settle precisely 
what the law of libel and the rights 
oi the respective parties are, by an ul- 
timate decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

“There is no evidence of any kind 
in the case of any collusion between 
Mr. Barnes and Mr. Murphy, but the 
most direct evidence of thé attempt on 
the part of Mr. Barnes to defeat Mr. 
Murphy at every point. 

“The situation would probably never 
have arisen if it had not been for 
President Roosevelt's attempt to dom- 
inate the politics of the State in 1910, 
and under such conditions as ta secure 
the election of the Democratic admin- 
istration which brought about the cor- 
ruption complained of. But Mr. Barnes 
devoted four years of his life, to the 
exclusion of Misiness and all other 
considerations, for the purpose of re- 
storing the Republican party to power, 
in which he succeeded.

“The astounding newspaper attacks 
on Lord Kitchener have created an 
overwhelming sentiment of public in- 
dignation and have made the Secretary 
of State for War, who seemed weaker 
>» on Wednesday, more powerful and pop- 
’ wular than ever today. 

“No matter bow circumstantial the 
suggestion may seem at the moment, it 
must not be assumed that Sir John 
French is in any complicity, direct or 
indirect, with these attacks on his chief. 
The scandal must be probed to the bot- 
tom and certain steps will have to be 
taken. 

“It seems to have been: forgotten that 


Kitchener is still the Minister for War, 


with full powers. Has it been remem- 
hered how wide they are belonging to 
that office? 

“Moral Anarchy” Feared, 

“We cannet have moral anarchy in 
this nation in time of war or anfhy at- 
tempt to play fast and loose with re- 
sponsibility. 

“We fehr the result will be to in- 
crease the stringency of the regula- 
tions imposed on the newspapers.

the driving power of popular opinion 
was brought to bear on the subject, yet 
the first effect of our insistence upon 
the tragic blunder that had been com- 
mitted was to draw down upon the 
Daily Mail a fusillade of newspaper 
shrapnel. The Daily Mall is too strongly 
intrenched in the truth of its facts to 
be dislodged by such means. 

“We very much doubt whether there 
is a single front bench man on gither 
side of the House who is prepared to 
join a coalition ministry except on the 
express condition that Kitchener no 
longer holds absolute powers. The in- 
dustrial business of organizing pro- 
duction of munitions must be separated 
from the military business of raising 
and training troops. 


“Complaint is made that we have 
criticised Kitchener. What we have 
done is to fix upon him responsibility 
for official acts and decisions that have 
proved injurious to our arms in the 
field. 

“We announced vesterday that we 
will not accept any more of Kitchener's 
advertisements asking for the enlistment 
of men up to # years of ege. Univer- 
sal service is not oniy coming, but !° 
will receive when it does come a 
national welcome. We are quite willing 
to advocate it, because we know it to be 
an inevitable necessity. But when Kit- 
chener asks us to insert advertisements 
appealing to men of 4, most of ther 
married men, to ledve their homes 
while the streets are full of lusty 
youths, we fee! entitled to dssert a 
little independence.’’ 

Northcliffe Papers Burned. 

The Stock Exchange, whi not only 
has sent a large number of its members 
into the field, but has strongly sup- 
poried every muvement for the nation's 
success in the war, turned its session 
into an indignation meeting. 

Upon the notice boards appeared in- 
scriptions such as: 

“Which would you rather put you 
money on, Kitchener or Northcliffe?’ 

“The German's new ally, the Daily 
Mail.” 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
expressing entire confidence in the Wa" 
Secretary, and “strong indignation xi 
the vénomous attacks on him in the 
Daily Mail.’’ 

The name of Northcliffe was greeted 
With howls of execration, anc all copies 
of his papers procurable were publicly 
burned, amid wild o! 
anzer. 

Similar scenes took place in the Baltic 
Exchange, where the action of the 
Northcliffe papers was flercely de- 
nounced. As this exchange was ciosing 
a meeting of the members was held, 
which @ resoiution of confidence in the 
Wap Secretary was .adopted amid cheers.

The Daily Mail assails Kitchener not 
merely for the shortage of high explo- 
sives, but belittles.his capacity as 4 
soldier and his work for the empire in 
Egypt and South Africa, and it suggests 
that Lord Roberts had a poor opinion of 
him. 

Side by side with ‘the anti-Kitchener 
campaign, the same papers carry On a 
pro-French campaign, which suggest* 
the existence of a feud between the War 
Secretary and the Commander in Chief 
in the field, or a plan to run them in 
rivalry against each other. 

The Times, in an editorial, says: “Our 
armies in the field require reinforce- 
ments and shells of the right kind. 
Neither has been provided in adequate 
quantities for the simple reason that 
Lord Kitchener's orders were given too 
late. Plain warnings were disregarded 
and the nation was lulled into a false 
security by misleading official reports, 
with the result that thousands of British 
lives were sacrificed in an unequal con- 
test. The whole trouble arose because 
Lord Kitchener assumed a burden to 
which no man could have proved equal.’’ 

The Times then forcibly “urges that 
the business of supplying army shells 
and other necessaries of war be given 
into other hands. 

The Star points out that “to intensify 
feeling against Kitchener the Daily Mail 
actually publishes a terrible list of cas- 
ualties for April and May in defiance of 
the official warning that such informa- 
ti is eagerly sought by the Germans. 

Star is in possession of the facts, 
but we will keen faith with the War 
Office and wilk not give information to 
the enemy to make a sensation.”

Winfield Scott, commanding General of 
the Union armies at the outbreak of 
the Civil War in the United States. 

in April, 1861, Gen. Scott enjoyed the 
hiehest esteem and public confidence. 
It was not remembered that his military 
fame rested only upon Indian fighting, 
and his march to Mexico City in the 
Mexican War, neither of them opera- 


tions on the huge scaie which thef 


Civil War required. But after a few 
disastrous months, during which he 
directed the Union armies from Wash- 
ington, popular criticism against the 
hero of Vera Cruz arose to such a 
pitch that in November, eight months 
after the war began, he retired and 
went to Europe. 

Kitchener began his career when a 
military student by jeening the army 
of the Loire, commanded by Gen. Chan- 
zv. who Was overwhelmingly defeated 
bs the Germans in the Franco-Prussian 
War. The youth returned home, was 
graduated at Woolwich, standing low 
on the list, and joined the Royal Engi- 
reers. He owed his first appointment, 
the archeological survey in Pales- 
to the fact that he knew how to 

camera. This brought him into 
contact with the orfental character and 
gave him an opportunity to learn Ara- 
bic. These accomplishments led to his 
inclusion in a group of Batish officers 
agsigcned tu reorganize’ the Egy ptian 
aimy. Without any experience in ac- 
tual warfare, his administrative*® tal- 
ents caused his rapid rise to Adjutant- 
General. 

The campaign in which he earned his 
nickname, ‘‘Kitchener of Khartoum,’ 
“as distinguished by his talents as a 
railroad builder rather than by military 
genius, When he had laid 344 miles of 
ruiiroad across the desert the cause of 
the Mahdi was doomed, and Kitchener 
entered Khartoum, where Gordon and 
his men had been massacred bY Der- 
vishes. 

In*tthe Boer War, Kitchener: wént 
to South Africa as chief of staff to 
Lord Roberts. Here azgain his work 
was one of organization and con- 
struction rather than of § miiltary 
leadership. When Pretoria was oc- 

cupied and the war virtually over, 
Roberts went te England, leaving 
Kitchener in chief command. His 
only military problem was coping 
with Boer guerillas. Having stifled 
their outbreaks, he went to India and 
reorganized the Indian army—another 
administrative task. He accom- 
plished a similar work with t he Aus- 
tralian military. 

Then he went to Egypt as “Britich 
Agent,” the modest tithe which mask; 
the real ruler of Egypt. His activi- 
ties there included the draining the 
Nile delta, eradicating cotton pests 
and promoting savings banks. He 
maintained Egypt's neutrality during 
Italy’s war against Turkey chiefly by 
secing to it that the Sublime Port: 
punctually received its tribute of $3,- 
400,000 a vear from Egypt. From this 
post he was summoned to England to 
become Secretary of State for War. 

For those services England has 
heaped honors tpon Kitchener, in- 
cluding an earidom. Twice Parlia- 
ment has voted him money grants— 
$160,000 on one occasion and $250,000 
on another. He is now in his sixty- 
firth year.

PROMISE TO WASHINGTON 


Dispatch Received in Basel From 
Berlin Says Instructions Were 
Given to Submarines. 


GENEVA, May 22.—A dispatch received 
in Basel from Berlin states that the 
German Government, before discussing 
the American note concerning the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, promised Wash- 
ington to respect the American flag on 
ships. Germany also agreed, it is stated, 
that if ships belonging to the allies 
were to be torpedoed notice would be 
given to the passengers and crew before 
the vessels were sunk. This order, it is 
added, was issued to the commanders of 
all German submarines. 


SUBMARINE SINKS 
A BRITISH SHIP- 


Crew Allowed to Leave Sailing 
Vessel and Is Landed in 
Ireland. 


BEREHAVEN, Ireland, May 22.—The 
British sailing ship Glenholm was sunk 


yesterday evening by a German sub- 
marine at a point 15 miles off this port. 
The members of the crew have been 
landed here. The Glenholm was on her 
way from Chile to Liverpool with a 
cargo of nitrate. 

The submarine intercepted the sailing 
ship and signaled the crew to abandon 
her. The ship then was sunk, the sub- 
marine firing 39 rounds from her gun 
before she went down. 

. Berehaven, or Sastletown Barhaven is 
on the southern coast of Ireland, on the 
north shore of Bantry Bay. The point 
where the Glenholm was sunk is 
roughly not more than 60 miles from 
Old dead of Kinsale, where the Lusi- 
tania went down. German submarines 
consequently are still active in this 
neighborhood. . 
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AMERICANS WILL 
STAY INGERMANY 


BERLIN, via London,. May 22.—The 
American consulates are now receiving 
answers to a postcard canvass ordered 
by the embassy a few days ago to 
determine the whereabouts and Pyans 
of Americans still in Germany, in case 
of an emergency. Almost without ex- 
ception Americans announced their in- 
tention to remain in Germany and not 
to abandon the businesses in which most 
of them are engaged. 

The recent suggestion in London news- 
papers that the American Ambassador 
in Berlin should be withdrawn as a1 
protest in case adequate satisfaction 
was not given for the Lusitania af- 
fair, has been much discussed, but 
there seems to be slight disposition on 
the part of the American business men 
here to close up their enterprises and 
withdraw even in this case. There are 
only a few isolated cases of Americans 
departing as a consequence of the re.- 
cent alarmist reports. 

The German reply to the Washington 
note regarding the Lusitania has slow- 
ly taken shape at a series of conferen- 
ces at the Foreign Office. Whether the 
note will contain any definite proposals 
for a solution of the problem is un- 
certain. 

It has been suggested here that if 
America insists on the right of its 
citizens to travel on passenger steam- 
ers belonging to belligerents without 
risk of a submarine attack, an arrang-- 
ment might be reached by which the 
American Government would certify 
that the cargoes of such steamers con- 
tained no contraband. It is further sug- 
gested that certified steamers carry 
some distinguishing mark which would 
free them from the risk of being tor- 
pedoed without warning or giving the 
passengers and crew a chance to es- 
cape. However, ‘whether this sugges- 
tion will be. embodied in the final form 
of the note is not known.

{Louis Bernerc, Crowley's celimate, 
testified that Crowiey said, Thursday 
night, he was going to get a doctor 
or a priest. He complained of severe 
pains in his head. 

Arthur F. Krausse, a guard, testified 
that Crowley was “‘hollering’’ Thursday 
night atid asked for a doctor. He to!d 
Robert ‘€. Fleming, the .clerk, about it 
and Fleming told him gf Crowley com- 
plained again to let him know. 

Other guards told of the attempt mace 
by Crowley and three other prisoners 
to escape from the euarry on the four- 
teenth. They said that Crowley stru:k 
John D. Stratten. a guard, with a rod, 
and Stratton struck Crowley on the 
head with his club 

Stratton testified that the persons 
were attacking him and he had to hit 
them on the head and knock them out. 

Fleming, the clerk, testified that Crow- 
ley and three other injured men were 
sent to the city hospital the day of the 
fight in the quarry, but they were re- 
turned tu the workhouse next day with 
the report tha‘: their injuries were not 
serious. Dr. Alois lurek, the werk- 
house paysician, saw Crowley nearly 
cvery day, Fieming saa.

The postmortem examination disclosed 
that Crowley's death was due to hem- 
orrhuge of the brain.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—President 
Wilson and his Cabinet met yesterday 
for the first time since they gathered 
10 days ago and approved the note 
which the United States subsequent!) 
sent to Germany, as a protest against 
the sinking of the Lusitamia with the 
loss of more than 100 American lives. In 
the absence of any definite news from 
Berlin, there was no discussion, it was 
understood, of the probable contents of 
the reply which Germany .is preparing. 

When the Cabinet met there had been 
puvlished here the memorandum given 
out in London by the British Foreign 
Office saying the arrangements being 
made by Gréat Britain with American 
cotton interests for disposition of their 
cargoes were understood, to be accept- 
able'to the United States. Later Secre- 
tary Bryan gave out a statement declar- 
ing that whatever had been done by 
representatives of the State Depart- 
ment to assist the cotton interests had 
been of an unofficial) and informal 
character and was not “‘to be construed 
as a recognition of tle order in coun: 
cil,” issued by Great Britain. 

Sir’ Cecil Spring-Rice. the British Am- 
bassador, issued a statement explaining

Walsh today resumed his vigorous

< feller Jr., on his relation to the indus- 
trial warfare in the coal fields of Colo- 
rado at the Industrial Relations hearing. 

Rockefeller reiterated his opinion that 


when the authorities failed to protect 
, fe and property, the private citizen 


"had the right to use force to protect 


bimself. He argued that the use of 
force against an officer would be justi- 
fied only in circumstances which would 
c&sure a finding of innocence in a court 
of law and in spite of a long wrangle 
with the chairman, steadfastly refused 
to add to the statement. 

Walsh read a letter to Rockefeller by 
lL. M. Bowers in September, 1913, say- 
ing. 
“Old Mother Jones has been on the 
ground for two weeks, but we under- 
stand the Governor had ordered her to 
be taken to the State line and to be told 
not to return.” 

Reads Part of Letters, 

Waish then read part of Rockefelier's 
letter to Bowers saying he would back 
the mine officials in everything they did 
and asked if it was not written after 
deportations had occurred. 

“Will you be kind enough to read all 
of my letter?’ Rockefeller demanded. 
*I can’t do that at this time,’’ said 
Walsh, “but any letter you desire to 
read you may submit after I have con- 
cluded my examination.”’ 

“Then I am unable to reply intelli- 
gently to questions based on itragments 


~~ of letters.” 


Walsh referred to the deportation of 
Mother Jones, which he characterize:! 
» as a violation of constitutional rights. 

Walsh again asked the witness if he 
did not think Sheriff Farr’s deputies, 
paid by the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. 
during the strike, “‘were a menace to 
the peace of the community and to 
American government?’ “I cannot tell 
whether they were more of a menace 
than failure to have the deputies would 
have been,’’ was Rockefeller's answer. 

Chairman Walsh let it be known that 
the commission was considering -ecom- 
mendations of law on that point. 

Popular interest in the appearance of 
Hédeokefeller on the witness stand is in- 
dicated by the large attendance. Under 
the vigorous examinaiion by Chairnai 
Walsh Rockefeiber yesierday kave his 
views on a number of «questions inclu‘- 
ing strike violence, respunsibility of of- 
ficiais and political influence in connec- 
tion with the strike. As he left the 
stand the witness was expressing his at- 
titude as to violence, declaring that if 
the constituted authority failed to pro- 
tect life and property any one was justi- 
fiel in using all the forces necessary to 
that end.

(The Cen- 
tury Co.) 

NEMOCRACY AND RACE FRICTION, 
HE peculiar situation in the United 
T States-of the black and white races 
living together under democratic 
government is ably discussed in a.book 
by Prof. John Moffatt Mecklin of the 
University of Pittsburg. In this book, 
“Democracy and Race Friction,’’ the 
author looks into the problem from a 
psychological point of view, He in- 
quires into the differences between the 
white and negro races and reaches con- 
clusions which can hardly be- gainsaid. 
He quotes freely writers on the subject 
of beth races. He is fair in its delinea- 
tion of the characteristics of negroes as 
well as of whites. He finally reaches 
the conclusion that® there can be no 
complete democracy in a country where 
two raes so divergent live together. 

The author argues that all sacial in- 
stitutions Are the expression of the 
genius of the people living under them. 
Before a people reaches a certain stage 
of development in government, that peo- 
ple goes through, certain expertences. 
Only as it has evolved through these 
experiences can the people understand 
and take part in the given form of gov- 
ernment it has acquired. That being 
the case, the democracy of the Anglo- 
|Saxon cannot possibly fit the negro on 
whom this form: of government is graft- 
ed. This misfit results in conditions 
which make for conflict between the two 
races. 

The solution of this complicated prob- 
lem, the author believes, lies in the 
gradual adjustment, through evolution, 
by the negro. The fit only will survive 
in this struggle, which, he believes, 
must be made by the negro himself 
with but occasional help of the white 
man. 

Those who will differ from this view 
will have to differ as dispassionately as 
such @ grave problem demands. Prof. 
Mecklin’s conclusion is not a haphazard 
opinion. It is based on sound principles 
of logic. He has drawr it after a care- 
ful arid scientific investigation of the 
facts. (Macmillan.)

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ST. LOUIS’ NEW MARKET. 

With the opening today of St. Louis’ new mar- 
ket, at Sarah and Laclede, a new era for St. Louis 
County producers and St. Louis housekeepers and 
consumers begins. For years, the city and the 
county have been handicapped by the lack of any 
market nearer than Third street. 

The new market, with its accommodations for 
220 farmers’ wagons and fts modern facilities, is 
so situated that St. Louis County producers are 
saved about three miles of travel through the 
most crowded streets of the city. This will en- 
able the producer to get in touch with the buyers 
more easily, and it should mean an increase, both 
in amount and variety of all sorts of market 
stuff, for the consumer. The competition should 
also result in keeping prices down to reasonable 
figures. 


A philosopher who formed the habit fn youth 
of going at night to Arcturus, from that vantage 
point to scan the heavens, informs us our Earth, 
because of its littleness, is not visible to the un- 
aided eye from that quarter.

He 
wanted to be rid of the din of fighting, the out- 
cries of the wounded, the weeping and wailing 
of widows and orphans, the shril] accusations 
jand counter-accusations of the blood-guilty states- 
men in all the lands, the endless futile arguments 
about who started it, and all that sort of thing. 
“If,” he said, “you wish to learn how Earth's 


present madness appears viewed from Arcturus, 


and with a iain telescope study the am 
ities of an ant hill on the earth at its base. Or, 
it it’s handier, get some friend who's a micro- 
scopist to take you into his laboratory, and 
through his microscope magnifying objects 5000 
diameters study’ the millions of animate crea- 
tures in a drop of water dipped from the nearest 
stagnant pool. These things you'll see with the 
eye of the flesh, aided by the glass; from Arc- 
turus you'll see of earth only a pinpoint of light, 
and you'll have to employ your imagination, 
magnifying the visible reality some 50,000 diam- 
eters, to reconstruct the earth scene upon the 
scale of the ant hill or the water drop. And 
when you've done with your experiment,” he 
said, “you'll have cleansed your mind of its pas- 
sions, of its sedimentary deposits of racial likes 
and dislikes accreted slowly through the ages; 

of its dusty provincialisms that make men ene- 
mies by making them strangers, here on our 
pitiful little globule endlessly swinging around 
its central Sun. 

“Or,” he added, “you can walk down to the 
orchard at dawn, or say half an hour before 
dawn, and hear the mocking bird wooing its 
mate with song so poignantly lovely it will make 
you forget, for an hour at least, that gunpowder 
was ever invented. The best thing ever said 
about the Chinese, by the way, was that they 
invented gunpowder, tried it out and deliberately 
discarded it, 2000 years ago. I believe it,” he 
said, “because I know them. It would have been 
like them to do that.” 

We can’t all go out to visit the Herdsman. 
True, the journey costs no money, but it costs, 
the preparation for it, something gise that a 
good many of us have never been able to afford. 
Yet maybe we who can’t go can get comfort of 
the idea that there is a place in the universe 
where man’s follies, his crimes, his losses and 
hig sorrows, aré negligible. We share our friend’s 
feeling that human happiness, human kindnesses 
and deeds of generous goodness, somehow survive 
eternally, enriching not alone our own tiny Earth 
but making fragrant the aisles of time and space.

Some beer and sandwiches which a burglar 
found on the burglarized premises Wednesday 
night “did not set well on his stomach,” he later 
complained to another victim.

cent burglary, cannot evade morel responsibility 
for offenses subsequently perpetrated by the 
criminal. In general probably nothing is more 
directly conducive to evil than elaborate mid- 
night lunches.
